ANOTHER REPORT THAT HE IS

The Enemy Has Joined Forces ani 
Is Moving Toward the Orange 
River. 


Portsmouth, England, March 29,— 
The Evening News of this city pub- 
lishes a statement to the effect that 
General De Wet has been captured. 

Cape Tewn, March 29.—Command- 
ant Kritzinger, Commandant Scheeper 
and Commandant Van Reenan have 
joined forces, and the Boer comman- 
dos, 1,000 strong, are now moving 
in the direction of the Orange river 
via Vruterstad. 


London, March 29.—A_ dispatch 
from Lord Kitchener says: Our cas- 
ualties in Gen. Babington’s action 
were two killed and seven wounded. 
The Boers left 22 dead and 30 
wounded. As their pursuit was rapid 
many more Boer casualties are like- 
ly. 

The operations of March 28 drove 
the enemy north from their positions 
at Kaftlir’s Krall. On March 24 the 
pursuit was continued by mounted 
men only. ‘The enemy's rear guard 
was driven in by a combined move- 
ment on both flanks. Their convoy 
was then sighted at Leenwfontein. 
The Greys, New Zealanders and Bush- 
men pushed on. The enemy attempt- 
ed to take up a position, but the 
Greys and other troops rode down 
all opposition and gave them no 
chance. ‘The convoy was ridden in- 
to and the enemy's’ retirement be- 
came a rout. The pursuit was con- 
tinued until the horses were ex- 
hausted. 

Cape Town, March 29.—The British 
inflicted a repulse March 20 on the 
commandos of Gen. Malan and Com- 
mandant Scheeper on Sunday river. 
The Boers fled, having lost sixteen 
killed, 

London, March 28.—In the house of 
commons today Mr. Joseph Chamber- 


lain announced that the government 


had no intention of superceding Sir 
Alfred Milner as governor of Trans- 
vaal and Orange River Colony. 

Mr. Balfour, the government lead- 
er, in response to a question put by 
Sir Robert Reid (Liberal) announced 
the government’s refusal to permit 
Messrs. Merriman and Sauer to ad- 
dress the house against the estad- 
lishment of a crown colony form. of 
government in South Africa. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that to of- 
fer better terms would not be mag- 
naminity but folly. The government 
could not afford to show again that 
it paid better to be a rebel than @ 
loyalist. The Cape rebels as a rule 
had been worse than the Boers. 

Mr. Broderick, the war secretary, 
announced that the war office had 
to send thirty thousand mouated re- 
fulfilled its engagement, given Feb. 7, 
to send thirty thousand mouuted i¢- 
inforcementa to Gen. Kitchener, 28,- 
560 men having been dispatched, 
while 6,000 men were awaiting tran- 
sportation. 


MURDERED IN A BOX CAR. 

St. Paul, March 29—The two men 
that murdered Abel Anderson in a 
box car near Merrifield, N. D., Thurs- 
day were captured this morning in 
Grand Forks. They are brothers, 
Joseph and Jacob  Bassanells, aged 
18 and 23 years, respectively. They 
have confessed. Joe says Anderson, 
whom they killed, held them up and 
robbed them of $800 at Tenstrike, 
Minn,, a few days ago. They said 
they met Anderson but he demurred, 
and one held him while the other 
went through his pockets and took 
$45. Anderson had hold of Jacob 
and would not release him and Joe 
shot him in the leg, as he says. 


MR. MULOCK IN LONDON. 


London, March 29.—Mr. Mulock, 
Canadian postmaster general, gave 


evidence yesterday before the inter- 
departmental cable committee. ‘The 
proceedings were private, but it 1s 
understood Mr. Mulock favored an 
expansion of the state owned cable 
system by the construction of a gov- 
ernment cable between Canada and 
Great Britain; also the acquisition of 
a line from Australia via Singapore 
and Hong Kong. The latter exten- 
sion would be of the greatest possi- 
ble advantage to Canada, as thereby 
Canada would, via the Pacific cable, 
be in direct communication with 
China and Japan, to the great ad- 
vantage of Canadians seeking trade 
development in the Orient.

Russel, today was granted a divorce 
from Parl Russell upon the ground of 
bigamy and adultery. 

Countess Russell, in the witness box 
testified to the unhappy relations 
with her husband from the first. She 
vketched the various proceedings for 
a separation and then for a restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights, und said she 
had been finally obliged to go on the 
stage because ber husband did not 
support her. The countess knew no- 
thing whatever of the earl’s suit for 
divorce in Nevada and his subsequent 
marriage until the facts were an- 
nounced in London newspapers. The 
earl’s allegations that she deserted 
him and refused to cohabit with him 
was untrue, and made solely to ob- 
tain jurisdiction in the American 
court. 


TO REFORM INDIA’S ARMY. 

Calcutta, March 29.—In the course 
of the debate on the budget yester- 
day in the British commons’ Lord 
Curzon of Keddlestnn, viceroy of In- 
dia, spoke of the necessity of reform 
in many directions and congratulat- 
ed the council on the surplus after a 
year of famine. He said the cur- 
rency policy had gained strength and 
stability and that the ravens had 
ceased to croak concerning it. He 
defended the military estimates, say- 
ing that while he would gladly spend 


the revenue on economic measures, 
an increase in the army was_ neces- 
sary to make India safe, which was 


not the cuse at the present time.

It is the desire of every Chinaman’s 
heart to possess a pair of ‘aagic brace- 
lets. Arm rings or bracelets are 
thought a great deal of in the Celestial 
empire, the custom of wearing them 
having been handed down from time 
immemorial. Usually made of jade 
stone, the Chinese arm ring of today 
is of one invariable shape. It looks 
like a large martingale. 

The Chinese word for jade ts ngook- 
seu and for jade arm ring ot bracelet 
ngook-ak, The custom in Chiua fs to 
place the bracelet on a young man's 
arm just before the hand stops grow- 
ing. A tight fit is usually secured, and 
‘once placed the amulet arm ring is 
worn throughout life. At denth, if the 
bracelet has proved a lucky one and 
if there is a son whom It will fit, the 
bones in the old man’s hand are bro- 
ken and the bracelet removed. 

Many are the marvelous tales told 
by the Chinese of the wonderful quali- 
ties these amulets.possess. There Is a 
tradition that a certain Chinese em- 
peror who was stricken with paraly- 
sis wore upon his forearm a magic 
bracelet, which kept life in that mem- 
ber for many months and allowed him 
to make known his desires ond decrees 
by writing. At last, when death 
claimed the emperor, something even 
more wonderful took place. Dead three 
days and lying in state, his body was 
being viewed by the priests. The ad- 
visability of removing the bracelet was 
being considered, when the hand was 
lifted up and gave a signal which they 
interpreted to mean the bracelet 
should go with its owner to the tomb.
